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Canada’s 54th Annual Meeting 


Record-Breaking Year—Parkinson New Preside nt 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


LOSING the best year in its history in 1936, the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada held its 
54th annual meeting in Toronto, February 3. At- 


tendance was well above the 300 mark, and a fine spirit 







































































of harmony and optimism prevailed throughout the ses- 
sions. In the absence of President H. J. Kennedy, who 
lay ill in his hotel room, Vice President H. W. Parkin- 
son and Past President W. L. Carr divided the job of 
presiding. 

The morning session was given over almost entirely 
to routine presentation of the reports of officers and 
committees, but the information they 
contained was most gratifying in its 
nature. 

Secretary G. M. Clemons reported 
that in 1936 the Association handled 
the greatest volume of business in its 
entire history. Registrations totalled 
31,300, the first time they have ever 
crossed the 30,000 mark in a single 
year, and were 21% above the best 
previous year. Transfers of 22,588 
exceeded any previous year except 
1935. A total of 891 new members 
were received, a new record for the 
Association, and with an active mem- 
bership of 5,467, the total figure is 
15% above the previous high mark. 
The number of cows qualifying in 
R. O. P. test crossed the 3,000 mark 
for the first time, the total of 3,265 
representing a gain of 13% over the 
Previous year. This is the thirteenth 
consecutive year of expansion in this 
department. Big job of the year in the Secretary’s office 
was the issuance of the Year Book, Volume 18, a com- 
Dlete record of Holstein testing in Canada. 

Chief Accountant J. L. Pocock presented the report 
of the Finance Committee and of the Auditor. These 
reports showed an operating surplus of $5,695.05 for 
the year, after depreciation allowances. Total income 
Was $82,069.69 and charges $76,374.64, including the 

furnishing of a subscription to Holstein-Friesian World 
for every member. Assets of, the Association total 
$105,222.13, including $62,505.34 in cash and Canadian 
e0vernment bonds. 

Mr. Parkinson surrendered the chair to Mr. Carr to 
Present the report of the Extension Service Committee. 
Total net expenditures in this department were $21,- 
‘20.54, of which $14,099.09 was in the form of direct

airs totalling $9,644,76, as shown by the report of

sion, and consumed the whole of the morning session 

Opening the afternoon session was the presentation 
of the President’s address. This was read by Vice Presi- 
dent Parkinson and was accepted with expressions of 
regret at the illness of President Kennedy. Director 
James Henderson moved the appointment of Vice Presi- 
dent Parkinson and Secretary Clemons as a_ special 
committee to send to President Kennedy and former 
President E. W. Jones, the deep sympathy of the Associ- 
ation in their illness, with suitable flowers for their 
respective sick rooms. 

————— Next order of business was a re- 
port of the Director’s meeting held: 
the day previous, with their rec- 
ommendations on the various mat- 
ters to be considered by the meet- 
ings. These items were then con- 
sidered, clause by clause. 

First was a proposal 
ment to the _ by-laws 
permanent the present temporary 
reduction in fees to members for 
registering females under one year 
of age. Since 1933 this fee has 
been lowered as a result of tempor- 
ary moratorium resolutions. Secre- 
tary Clemons, who sponsored the 
Amendment for the Executive Com 
mittee, explained that the present 
volume of business permitted a 
permanent reduction in the fee to 
the $1.00 level (it was formerly 
$1.50) without interfering with the 
extension program. It was carried 
unanimously with very brief discussion. 

The only other by-law amendment proposed, also 
sponsored by Secretary Clemons, was a clarification of 
wording in the matter of procedure for cancellation of 
transfers, but with no change in policy or procedure in- 
volved. With this explanation, the amendment was 
adopted without descent. 

The subject of milk marketing came in for consider- 
able discussion. From the Board came a resolution pro- 
testing against a proposal of some of the milk com- 
panies to raise the basic test upon which milk is pur- 
chased from producers. The resolution pointed out that 
this would in effect lower the prices paid Holstein pro- 


of amend- 
to make: 


ducers, and called for no change from the present 
Ontario provincial standard of 3.4% fat. The resolu- 
tion was adopted, with the understanding that the 


Extension Service Committee would see that the action 
was presented to the proper authorities. 

Harry Stewart of St. Catherines presented a resolu- 
tion modeled after the resolution adopted last summer 
by the National Association of Milk Control Boards of 
America, which read as follows: 
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“Ag milk is bought on butterfat content, 
it must be sold to the consumer on butterfat 
content. Otherwise trade practices arise that 
cause butterfat races, which first are detri- 
mental to the distributor, but finel cost is borne 
by the producer. 

“We, therefore, recommend that one con- 
sumer price be established for a medium fat 
milk, and other prices for milk carrying greater 
and less fat, so that the consumer may select 
the fat content that best meets his require-, 
ments, and thus tend to encourage greater con- 
sumption.”’ 

M. S. Prescott of the World was asked to explain the 
matter and pointed out that this exact program was 
being strongly advocated by Holstein organizations in 
the United States as a sound system of merchandising 
our Holstein product. After some turther discussion, 
including references to the sound merits of Holstein 
milk, the resolution was unanimously carried. 

Byron Jenvey brought up the subject of the proposed 
new Feeding Stuffs Act, and upon motion approval was 
given to the proposal of the Ontario Cattle Breeders’ 
Association in requesting appointment of a special com- 
mittee from the interested organizations to confer with 
the agricultural committee of Parliament before action 
is taken on the new law. J. J. E. McCague was ap- 
pointed to represent the Association on this joint Com- 
mittee. 

Election of Ontario Directors 

Next order of business was the election of Ontario 
directors, Ontario members alone participating. Direc- 
tors from the other provinces are elected in advance by 
mail vote. Former President W. L. Carr presided during 
the election. Ontario is divided into two districts, 
Western Ontario being entitled to elect six directors and 
Sastern Ontario four. The number is based on member- 
ship, and both Eastern and Western Ontario and Quebec 
will be entitled to an additional director each in 1938. 
Nominations are made from the floor. When ten names 
were placed in nomination from Western Ontario, 
Chairman Carr called for the sentiment of the meeting 
as to whether ballots should be counted if less than six 
names were voted for. Upon motion of W. E. Thompson, 
the meeting voted unanimously that only complete bal- 
lots should be counted. Messrs. Colson, Evans, Lanthier 
and Goodhue were appointed scrutineers and a ballot 
taken, with the following being elected: H. W. Parkin- 
son, Simcoe, Ont.; T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ont.; George 
C. Jackson, Downsview, Ont.; T. O. Dolson, Brampton, 
Ont.; J. D. Gale, Guelph, Ont.; J. J. E. McCague, Allis- 
ton, Ont. Other nominees were E. L. Sweet, Douglas 
Hart, Howard Downham and V. J. Lawrence. 

There were five nominations for the four director- 
ates in Eastern Ontario. Scrutineers were Messers. Hicks, 
Hosford, Logan and Stewart. An unusual situation de- 
veloped when the count showed a tie vote between the 
fourth and fifth men. Referring the questions to the 
meeting as to whether another ballot should be taken 
or the chair authorized to draw lots to settle the tie, 
Chairman Carr was authorized to draw, and the election 
then resulted as follows: <A. J. Tamblyn, Orono, Ont.; 
James Henderson, Portsmouth, Ont.; Fred Hubbs, 
Bloomfield, Ont.; Norman Paul, Almonte, Ont. R. Ray 
McLaughlin was the fifth nominee, and thus narrowly 
missed election. 


The directors from the other provinces had previous- 
ly been elected by mail vote as follows: Prince Edward 
island—Cecil J. Stewart, New Wiltshire; Nova Scotia— 
Walter S. Dickie, Truro; New Brunswick—Lorne Logan, 
Sussex; Quebec—-R. P. Charbonneau, Montreal and C. L. 
Goodhue, Vaudreuil; Manitobe—S. G. Sims, Stonewall; 
Saskatchewan—-B. H. Thomson, Moose Jaw; Alberta— 
E. W. Jones, Calgary; British Columbia—G. A. Paull, 
Chilliwack.

During the counting of the ballots, an interesting 
address was given by G. G. Serkau on the subject of 
trade relations between Canada and Russia with par- 
ticular reference to the possibilities for export of live 
cattle from Canada. He pointed out that five years ago 


Parker, C. A., was unanimously reelected 
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arrangements were made for export of 100,000 head in 
exchange for Russian coal and petroleum products, but 
that the proposition was turned down by the then Can- 
adian Government. The present Government, however, 
has removed the Russian embargoes and some trade is 
resulting, a shipment of $250,000 worth of alfalfa seed 
having recently gone forward. The speaker stated that 
agricultural conditions in Russia are similar to Canada 
though much less developed, and that they prefer Can- 
adian cattle on account of the similarity of climate. 
Present export of Russian coal is limited to 250,000 
tons and petroleum products are not being exported. 
Accordingly, if the trade is to be largely expanded tem- 
porary credits will be necessary. Requirements will be 
for about equal quantities of beef and dairy cattle, with 
Holsteins a popular type of the latter in Russia. A def- 
inite suggestion was made that an exhibit of Canadian 
cattle be made at the Agrigultural Fair in Moscow this 
year in July. 

With some further brief discussion of extension pol- 
icies and the need of more intensive work in certain 
areas, the meeting was adjourned. 

Annual Banquet 

The annual banquet on Wednesday evening was a 
most enjoyable affair and with 467 in attendance taxed 
the ball room capacity of the Royal York, and made 
necessary an overflow crowd. ‘‘X X’” President Bill 
Carr presided in his inimitable manner, presenting the 
guests at the speakers’ table and also extending felicita- 
tions to Secretary George Clemons and Miss Helen Henry 
on their recently announced engagement. Hon. George 
S. Henry introduced the speaker of the evening, B. K. 
Sandwell, Editor of Toronto Saturday Night. Mr. Sand- 
well proved a most entertaining speaker, with a fund of 
dry humor that was thoroughly appreciated. Following 
his remarks, J. Walter Jones in happy vein responded 
with an expression of congratulation in behalf of the 
Association. Previously W. A. Dryden, of the Royal 
Winter Fair had extended a welcome which was accept- 
ed by Director S. G. Sims. Another feature of the pro- 
gram was the appearance of Wishart Campbell, popular 
golden voiced baritone of the air, whose numbers de- 
lighted as always. There were other good musical and 
dancing numbers introduced by Roy Lackley, programme 
director. Lou Sniderman’s orchestra furnished music 
during the dinner and for an enjoyable hour of dancing 
following. 

The committee in charge of arrangements, P. L. 
Whytock, George W. Henry and L. E. Franklin, re- 
ceived many compliments on the excellence of the pro- 
gram presented. 

Organization of the Board 

The Board of Directors met immediately following 
the adjournment of the general meeting for the purpose 
of organization. First Vice President H. W. Parkinson 
was advanced to the post of President, with S. G. Sims, 
Manitoba, as first Vice President; Fred W. Hubbs, On- 
tario, second Vice President; T. R. Dent, Ontario, third 
Vice President, and B. H. Thomson, Saskatchewan, as 
fourth Vice President. G. M. Clemons was reelected 
Secretary-Treasurer, and J. L. Pocock, as accountant and 
Chief Test Division. 

The Board Meeting 

On Thursday, the day after the annual meeting, the 
new Board of Directors held an all-day meeting, with 
President Parkinson presiding. The arrangement was 
renewed to send the Holstein-Friesian World to every 
paid-up member for the coming year. One duty of the 
Board is to recommend judges for the two principal 
shows. For the Royal Winter Fair, they elected Clar- 
ence Goodhue, with Axel Hansen as Associate Judge. 
Alternates for them are R. M. Holty and V. S. Culver. 
For the Canadian National Exhibition, they chose T. R. 
Dent, with Walter Dickie as alternate choice, and J. 
Walter Jones as associate in either case. As delegates 
to the Royal Winter Fair Board, they chose T. O. Dolson, 
T. R. Dent and George W. Henry, continuing P. L. WhY- 
tock as delegate to the C. N. E. Board. 

Definite plans were approved for the erection of 4 
memorial to the life-time champion producer, Spring 
bank Snow Countess, in the form of a life size model, t0 
be erected at Springbank Farm, Woodstock, Ontario.

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State Meetings Hold Interest 


NEW JERSEY ASSOCIATION 
ANNUAL MEETING 
The Holstein-Friesian Cooperative 


Association of New Jersey held its 
annual meeting at Trenton January 


28 during the annual Farm Show 
program. About 110 people enjoyed 
a noon luncheon, after which Presi- 
dent P. P. Van Nuys called the meet- 
ing to order and presented a report 
on the activities of the past year. He 
reported that the paid-up member- 
ship for the year was 115, a sub- 
stantial increase. Two series of meet- 
ings were held during the year, also 
a summer tour in which breeders 
participated, and a _ special exhibit 
was put on at Trenton during the 
Farm Show. He commented on the 
valuable assistance given by National 
Fieldman Allen Crissey. He stated 
that the outlook in New Jersey is en- 
couraging, with more Holsteins on 
test in the state at the present time 
than ever before, and with eight of 
ten cooperative bull associations in 
the state working with Holsteins. 

Minutes of the last annual meeting 
were presented by Secretary E. J. 
Perry. In the absence of Treasurer 
J. Irving Stryker, the report was 
presented by J. V. D. Bergen, chair- 
man of the auditing committee. Re- 
ceipts last year totalled $249.50; ex- 
penditures amounted to $162.98, 
leaving a balance of $86.52, in addi- 
tion to dues of ten new members al- 
ready paid for 1937. 

The Nominating Committee con- 
sisting of Charles Kirby, J. M. 
Nevius and J. S. Katzenstein brought 
in the following slate of officers for 
1937, all of them being re-elections 
except the office of second vice presi- 
dent, which was added for the first 
time this year. Following is the list 
which was unanimously elected: 
president, P. P. Van Nuyes, Belle 
Mead; first vice president, Stanley 
Roberts, Port Jervis, N. Y.: second 


vice president, Frank C. Petit, 
Woodstown; secretary, E. J. Perry,

The resolutions committee, pre- 
viously appointed, consisted of M. H.

"port in some detail. It had pre- 


viously been sent out in printed form 
and summarized in a recent issue of 
the World. Accordingly, he did not 
take the time to read the whole re- 
port but did present a sample 
month's activities and gave a general 
report on his work.and distribution 
of his time among the various states 
in his territory. 

National Director Martin J. Sheri- 
dan, Jr., was introduced and gave a 
report on the meeting of, the Board 
held in December in Chicago, refer- 
ring particularly to the details of the 
Pellissier Committee report and the 
possible developments in regard to 
the testing program. He reported 
the financial situation of the Asso- 
ciation definitely improving. 

Secretary Duryea, of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, was intro- 
duced and spoke briefly as did also 
Mr. Lauderdale, newly appointed 
member of the Milk Control Board. 
Mr. Lauderdale expressed his opposi- 
tion to demands of dealers for mix- 
ing of herds, proposing instead that 
dealers blend the milk in their 
plants to get the results desired. 
Prof. Tucker reported briefly on the 
progress of the New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station breeding program, re- 
ferring particularly to the work of 
one of their young bulls of Ormsby 
Sensation 45th breeding, which had 
been proven in the Van Nuys herd, 
his first daughters showing a 745-lb. 
fat index, 4% test. 

Principal speaker of. the afternoon 
was M. S. Prescott, of the World, on 
the subject of the Holstein industry 
today. He cited facts from the As- 
sociation business and the public sale 
results to show the definite improve- 
ment that was registered in 1936 in 
the Holstein industry, and recom- 
mended as a worthwhile activity for 
the New Jersey Association to at- 
tempt to get a more. satisfactory 
marketing set-up for Holstein milk 
under their Control Board regula- 
tions. Following such a program, 
educational effort should be _ put 
forth to acquaint the consuming pub- 
lic with the facts in regard to caro- 
tene and Vitamin A. Special effort 
was also recommended to the New 
Jersey Association to secure more 
general consent to standardization 
on the part of their health officers. 
Following his remarks, a resolution 
was adopted favoring permissive 
standardization. Copies will be sent 
to the various health officers of the 
state. The subject of testing was dis- 
cussed by the speaker, particularly 
the proposition now under considera- 
tion to merge our Herd Test with the 
new D. H. I. A. records being de- 
veloped by the Bureau of Dairying. 
This came in for considerable dis- 
cussion from the floor and some dif- 
ferences of opinion developed as to 
the advisability of taking this action. 
Several breeders felt that the Herd 
Test work would lose standing there- 
by, while considerable sentiment 
seemed to exist that this move would 
help raise the standard of D. H. I. A. 
records and that they would continue 
to be of increasi g practical value 
to breeders. 


The gathering of the Holstein as- 








sociation at Trenton was a part of a 
full week of activitiy during which 
nearly all of the agricultural organi- 
zations of the state come together 
and participate in a fine exposition 
of New Jersey’s agricultural re- 
sources. 


MICHIGAN ANNUAL MEETING 
By E. M. Clark 

“The best Holstein meeting in 
years’”’ was the comment of Secretary 
H. A. Miller regarding the annual 
meeting of the Michigan Holstein- 
Friesian held February ist, the first 
day of Farmers’ Week at East Lans- 
ing. If the size of Holstein meet- 
ings is any barometer of the Holstein 
business then it must be on the up- 
and-up. The news that President 
A. J. Jones would be unable to be 
present due to illness, was received 
with deepest regret. However, Vice- 
president M. A. Parsons presided at 
the sessions in a thoroughly efficient 
manner. <A board of directors meet- 
ing was held in the morning at which 
time the accomplishments of the or- 
ganization were reviewed and matter 
of old business brought to a close. 
The meeting proper was preceded by 
a noon-day lunch which was enjoyed 
by eighty-six breeders—an increase 
of over one hundred per cent as com- 
pared with last year. 

When the meeting convened there 
were over a hundred present to hear 
the opening speech made by Dr. 
Bryant on the subject ‘‘Mastitis’’. He 
stated that a survey made of 325 
dairy farms showed that 88% of the 
herds were infected and that 27% 
of all the milking cows in the 325 
herds were infected with strepticocci. 
His investigation showed that the in- 
fected cows produced 22% less milk 
and 24% less fat than the clean 
cows. He considers mastitis as the 
worst dairy cow disease with which 
the breeder has to contend. 

Treasurer Jay B. Tooley reported 
a cash balance of over $600.00. 

Secretary H. A. Miller made a very 
comprehensive report outlining the 
work of the association which in- 
cluded calf club work, Black and 
White Shows, membership, news let- 
ters, testing, disease control and an 
ever watchful eye on milk market 
and legislation. 

Fieldman E. M. Clark, reported on 
the field work done by Robert Geiger 
in the Upper Peninsula, breeding 
schools by Dr. E. E. Heizer and field 
work in lower Michigan by himself. 

Harry Covert, in charge of the calf 
club work made a report that seven- 
teen 4-H shows participated in the 
prize money offered for Fitting and 
Showmanship Contests. This work 
will be expanded during the current 
year. The plan devised by Mr. 
Covert, with the aid of Assistant 
State Club Leader, Nevels Pearson 
and Jim Hays, expends the prize 
money in such a way that it is won 
by a large number of 4-H members 
widely scattered and also gives the 
breed much _ favorable publicity. 
Harry Covert was again appointed 
chairman of the Calf Club Committee

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Congratulations, Canada 


E PRESENT to our readers this week a detailed 
W report of the recent annual meeting of our sister 

organization, the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada. Readers in Canada will, of course, be especially 
interested and proud of the fine showing recorded. We 
believe the details will likewise be read with interest by 
all breeders, because of the close relationship that has 
always existed between our two great herd book organi- 
zations of North America, each a leader among the live 
stock associations of its own country. 

The Canadian Association, already in a strong fi- 
nancial position, has just completed its best year. Regis- 
trations were at a new high point, above 30,000 for the 
first time in their history; transfers above 22,000, were 
second highest in their history. R. O. P. testing regis- 
tered a gain for the thirteenth consecutive year, and for 
the first time numbered above 3,000 cows. Total active 
membership and number of new members for the year 
are at a new high level. 

Financially, the Association had a good year, also, 
showing an operating surplus of $5,695, after allocating 
$21,764 to Extension Service and $9,644.76 as grants to 
fairs. In addition, every member is furnished with a 
subscription to the Holstein-Friesian World, a service 
which their breeders much appreciate and which is cred- 
ited in part for the fine increase in interest noted among 
their members this past year. 


Of special interest is the analysis which Secretary 
Clemons reported, showing that out of each dollar spent, 
apart from investment of surplus, 39.57 cents was spent 
in operation and upkeep; officers’ expenses 2.87 cents; 
selective registration, 1.39 cents, and depreciation 4.21 
cents. The balance available for Extension Service, 
grants to fairs, etc., was 51.96 cents. 


Their scale of fees to members is now $1.00 for 
registration of females under a year, and $2.00 for 
males. All animals over a year and under 2 years pay 
33.00, and all animals over two years, $6.00. Transfer 
fees are 50 cents if filed within six months; $2.00 there- 
after. Membership is $5.00 plus annual dues of $2.00. 
Non-members pay $3.00 for registering males or females 
under a year old; $4.00 for yearlings, and $6.00 for 
animals past two years of age. Non-member transfer 
—— is $1.00 within six months of sale; $2.00 there- 
after. 


All activities of the Association are housed in the 
Association’s own office building at Brantford, Ontario. 
This building, built originally and used as a Post Office 
until it was outgrown, is carried on the Association’s 
books at $46,759.94. The top floor is available for rent 
and brings in an income of nearly $150 per month. The 
office work and system has long been recognized as a 
model of economical and efficient organization. One 


great saving which they make, as compared to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, in addition to the 
compact organization under one roof, is in the fact that 
all supervision of production records is done by a special 
Government Records Department which handles this 
work for all breeds. 


Maintenance of the Advanced Reg- 
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istry Department of our Association has been costing 
annually around $35,000 to $40,000 more than the in- 
come from it. By no means do we mean to imply any 
criticism here. Our Department has always been well 
administered, and has been worth to the industry an in- 
calculable sum, but in any comparison of financial re- 
sults or costs of operation between the two sister organi- 
zations, this fact must be borne in mind, that here is 
one important service which the Canadian Association 
gets from its Government at only nominal expense, 
which is one of our largest items ofi service. cost. 

Again, we congratulate the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of Canada, not only on its fine year’s work just 
completed, but also on its efficient operation and sound 
set-up throughout. It is doing its job well. 


Continuity Through Endowment 
O”: of the tragedies of our system of live stock 


breeding and development in this country is the - 


lack of continuity of effort through the breaking 
up and dispersal of important seed stock establishments 
when the owner dies, and the comparatively infrequent 
continuation of such herds from generation to genera- 
tion of ownership. 

A most significant announcement in the current 
issue of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal describes the 
action recently taken by J. C. Penney, owner of Emma- 
dine Farm, Hopewell Junction, N. Y., in the endowment 
of the farm and herd by a gift of $600,000. A non- 
profit membership association is created, consisting of 
men of experience who will carry on the work of de- 
velopment of this herd of 350 registered Guernseys. In 
addition to the continuation of the development of the 
herd, the new association will conduct various scientific 
research in the agricultural field, such as the effect of 
improved soil on the health and production of cattle, and 
in the control of diseases among cattle. At the end of 
a 60-year period, all assets of the association, including 
the farm and the endowment go to the University of 
Missouri, Mr. Penney’s native state, with the provision 
that the University continue the same type of work. 

The idea is a most interesting and constructive one 
and we could wish that similar plans might be developed 
for some of our other important seed stock breeding in- 
stitutions, which are owned by men whose means would 
permit the setting aside of a sufficient endowment for 
this purpose. 

The Cover 
HIS week’s cover subject was lifted from our All- 
i American Calendar and shows the Get of Sire group 
that was selected for All-American honors. Al- 
though exhibited at but one show of the year, the Royal 
Winter Fair of Canada, these four daughters of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst 67919 CHB made up such an outstand- 
ing Get that the group was easily the unanimous choice 
of the committee. All four showed in the class for aged 
cows in milk and with 18 splendid matrons in the ring, 
the four placed, respectively, first, third, fourth and 
sixth. In other words, the poorest individual of the four 
would have placed third in this class had her sisters not 
been present. 

At the right, nearest the camera, is none other than 
Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, for the third successive 
year Royal Grand Champion and All-American for the 
fourth time in milking form. She has two good R. O. P. 
records, 725 lbs. fat with 4% test as a two-year-old and 
799 lbs. fat in 305 days as a four-year-old. She was 
fresh with twin calves about two weeks before she was 
shown. 

At the opposite end of the line from “Little Bonheur” 
is Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk, third prize 12 
class at the Royal and with a record recently completed 
of 982 lbs. fat with 4.31% test—one of the grandest 
daughters of her sire. Next to her is Montvic Rag Apple 
Marion, sixth prize in class and with a record of 632 Ibs. 
fat as a two-year-old, a record that she should greatly 
increase with added development. These three all showed 
in the 1935 All-American Get. The newcomer, the while 
cow standing next to ‘‘Bonheur” is Montvic Countess 
Rag Apple Pabst, fourth in class and now on test and 
headed for better than 800 lbs. fat.

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Henry Ford once said that every knock about his cars 
was a boost. This can apply to other things than auto- 
mobiles. 

I am happy to live in Canada where men are free to 
keep the breed of their choice, and express their views 
on any subject at any time or place, but I am of the 
opinion that if the same thought and effort that is now 
expended on contradictory information, as to the relative 
value of various grades of milk, were used to advertise 
and educate the public, as to the wonderful value they 
receive for their money when purchasing any grade of 
milk and milk products, sales would increase tremend- 
ously. Arguments by owners of various breeds as to the 
demerits of any grade of milk have a tendency to create 
suspicion on the part of the consumer, resulting in lower 
consumption. 

A number of Holstein breeders, when expressing 
their opinion on this question referred to Holstein milk 
as ordinary milk. I beg of them to cease using the word 
ordinary; a better term would be standard milk. Liv-. 
ing conditions in North America have reached a high 
standard and I fail to observe any manufacturer or re- 
tailer using this word, ordinary, when referring to the 
goods he wishes to dispose of. 

The Holstein breeders who are antagonistic toward 
Jersey cattle, and there appeared to be many of them 
at the meeting, may as well reconcile themselves to the 
fact that Jerseys are an established breed, and are going 
places, leading in numbers at some of our exhibitions, 
including the National Dairy Show by a large majority, 
and comparing in a very marked degree with other 
breeds in Record of Performance. New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, England, etc., would report the same support of 
the Jersey cow. 

I have been to Jersey Island where Jerseys are the 
only breed of cattle and after visiting with these people 
I believe there is no place in the world where you could 
find a more virile or substantial class of citizen, and they 
consume no other than Jersey milk. 

Let us bury the hatchet and all breeders co-operate 
in the sale of milk for the common good. You cannot 
lift yourself up by pulling your neighbor down.

KEEP HERD TEST ABOVE REPROACH 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Glad to see that you are encouraging more discus- 
sion on the question of combining Herd Test and C. T. A. 
as it is probably coming soon anyway and therefore 
should be as nearly right as possible to begin with. 

The only serious complaint with the C. T. A. here has 
been that without the dry milking there have always 
been some few who “just knew’”’ that some certain ones 
were lengthening the hours, or in some other way violat- 
ing the rules. 

I doubt very much whether it would make any per- 
ceptible difference in the records anyway, but it does 
damage the authenticity of our permanent records on 
pure breds. 

If testing is greatly increased under the new pro- 
gram, it will probably help further reduce costs so the 
added cost of dry milking would not be prokibitive. 

Buyers are more and more demanding good produc- 
tion records behind their future herd sires and if we are 
forced back to the A. R. §S. O., there would not be any- 
where near enough sires for the demand. 

Let’s do our best to keep our herd testing above re 
proach.

Mr. Hill, 
who in addition to being a Holstein 
breeder is also Superintendent of 
Schools in his district, is a hearty 
booster of Holstein Calf Clubs and 
believes that the 4-H boys and girls 
who are trying to breed better Hol- 
steins should be given every encour- 
agement and his support of the 4-H 
movement takes this very practical 
form, which is an idea for Holstein 
breeders everywhere.

deal of experience in the show ring 
as he has assisted in caring for the 
Rice County show herd at the State 
Fair for three years, and took a 
string of cattle out himself to a neigh- 
boring County Fair in 1936 doing 
real well as to winnings. This expe- 
rience has helped him win several 
showmanship contests and judging 
contests at County Fairs and he was a 
runner up in state contests he has 
entered during the past three years. 

When he graduated from High 
school in 1935, he was ready for more 
experience in feeding for production. 
He asked for, and got a job as herds- 
man for his father, spending the next 
year taking care of a string of eight 
cows on Official test, feeding and 
milking them four times a day. 

The first cow to complete a year’s 
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record under Bill’s care was Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby 2nd, making 
over 22,000 lbs. milk and 800 lbs. 
fat. Bill was plenty proud of that 
record as she was the dam of his 
first club calf. This record was en- 
couragement to go on and several 
other cows made very creditable but- 
ter records during the year. His 
greatest thrill came when a cow pro- 
duced an average of 100 Ibs. of milk 
a day for three months under his care 
and feeding and later he developed 
another cow into producting ‘over 
100 lbs. milk daily, in summer time, 
a difficult feat for many older and 
more experienced feeders. 

Bill is the second 4-H Club mem- 
ber to go on with official test work 
in Minnesota. Miss Myrtle Himrum 
of Lake Park did some A. R. O. work 
with Holsteins a number of years 
back. He desn’t intend to stop work- 
ing with dairy cattle when he is too 
old for club work. 

The money earned in 4-H Club 
work, from prizes and scales, to- 
gether with his wages earned as a 
herdsman, he will use to help finance 
his way through Minnesota Agricul- 
tural College at St. Paul where he is 
now enrolled in dairy husbandry. He 
says that the thought of his being 
able to start college this year made 
up for some of the cold midnight 
milkings last winter when _ the 
thermometer registered 30 below. 

The photos accompanying show the 
old foundation cow, Lashbrook Pear] 
Ormsby and her daughter Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby 2nd, the cow who made 
the 800 lbs. fat record and dam of 
Lashbrook Pearl Marathon Ormsby— 
the latter by the way is now on official 
test and on the way to an equally 
creditable record. The other is Lash- 
brook Ormsby Pride, daughter of 
Pear] Marathon and Bill’s 1936 club 
calf. 

Lashbrook Queen Ormsby, his 1936 
Ist prize 2-year-old, aforementioned, 
will freshen this coming winter and 
he has hopes for similar progress 
with her. 

Bill enjoys other activities as well, 
especially music and athletics. He 
plays the clarinet and has _ helped 
out on many programs with his 
music. He is a member of the 4-H 
Club quartete which placed 4th at 
the district contest, two years in suc- 
cession. This quartete has appeared 
upoh many programs in the county. 
Bill was manager and a player on a 
baseball team at Northfield during 
the 1936 season and is also a star 
player on a kittenball team.

Address of the President 


H. 


It affords me a great degree of pleas- 
ure to extend to the members of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada a cordial and hearty welcome 
to this, the fifty-fourth Annual Meet- 
ing of our Association. I would partic- 
ularly welcome the new members 
who are here for the first time and 
assure them that any views they may 
advance in the interests of our favor- 
ite breed will receive every considera- 
tion in this conference. 

It is our desire that our discussions 
on all phases of work performed by 
our Association be conducted at all 
times in a perfectly frank, free and 
constructive manner, and that our 
meetings shall be open to all our mem- 
bers at all times. I would like to re- 
mind you that this is your Association 
and your meeting. Enter in a true 
spirit of co-operation into the activi- 
lies of both, and model your views 
and discussions along the lines of con- 
structive development for all portions 
of the Dominion of Canada. 


In the performance of our duties, 
let us always hold in respect the work 
aid service of the stalwarts of this 
Association who have made their con- 
tributions and have passed to their 
‘ternal reward. Each year brings its 
changes in this respect and no doubt 
there are some faces familiar at re- 
‘et annual meetings that are missing 
‘om our circle this year. In passing 
{ Would like to refer to the death re- 
ently of John Brant, who was so well 
lown among our stock breeders. His 


die 
“mise is a great loss to the liye stock 


interests of Canada. Our sympathies 
go out to his bereaved relatives. 

The year 1936 has been one of 
achievement to the breeders of Hol- 
stein cattle. We offer our congratula- 
tions to those who have contributed to 
the success of the breed during the 
year, 

The Royal Winter Fair brought out 
without doubt one of the finest show- 
ings of Holstein cattle in America. At 
this show, Montvic Rag Apple Bon- 
heur, owned by Mount Victoria Farms, 
was again declared Grand Champion 
Cow. This is the third successive 
year she has won this coveted title. 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 37th 
was first prize and Grand Champion 
bull at the Royal and all around the 
1936 circuit. These two animals truly 
typify the highest ideals of the breed. 

Congratulations are extended to On- 
tario, which won the Provincial Herd 
Prize, from the Maritimes, their 
closest competitor. 

One of the features of the Show was 
the excellent record made _ by the 
three herds, consisting of forty head, 
from the Maritime Provinces. These 
herds won six firsts, five seconds and 
two thirds in eighteen individual 
classes, while two winners were made 
Reserve Champions. 

It is indeed difficult to make special 
mention of the animals at this great 
Show, as there were a large number 
representing many herds’ that pos- 
sessed outstanding merit. Space and 
time prevents individual mention. We 
can only in passing mention one or

two, and highly compliment our ex- 
hibitors on the very fine animals they 
brought into the 1936 Show Ring. 


I feel that a compliment should also 
be paid those men who have con- 
sistently attended the Royal and other 
Shows year after year. Some years 
they have not been as prominent in 
the winnings as in others, neverthe- 
less they were never daunted nor dis- 
couraged but always turned up the 
next year to take their chances in 
competition. It is this type of breeder 
that provides the greatest stability 
and support to our Exhibitions and 
the breed at large. I am sure you will 
forgive me if I mention two of this 
type whose work is familiar to me. 
I refer to J. Walter Jones and M. L. 
McCarthy. I also would like to com- 
mend the ambition of new breeders 
who have showed for the first time in 
keen competition and who have occa- 
sionally won major honors. 

Some outstanding records of 1936 
are worthy of special note. Jean Abbe- 
kerk Pontiac, owned by W. R. Bovyer, 
Charlottetown, still continues to con- 
tribute creditable records. Her last 
record of 591 lbs. of fat from 17,051 
lbs. milk, averaging 3.48 test, mad2 at 
the age of fifteen years on twice-a-day 
milking, gives her a life-time total in 
9 lactations of 186,745 lbs. milk, 7,088 
lbs. fat. She is second only in Canada 
for fat to that of Springbank Snow 
Countess. In eight consecutive lacta- 
tions she is the world’s long distance 
champion for both milk and fat on 
twice-a-day milking. 
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We regret to report the death of 
“Springbank Snow Countess”, the 
great cow owned by T. R. Dent of 


Woodstock, Ontario. Mr. Dent’s 
“Springbank Aristocrat Adaline’ has 
a world’s champion junior two-year- 


old record for both milk and fat, first 
starting at the age of two years, 158 
days, and producing 24,606 lbs. of milk 
containing 874 lbs. fat, 3.55 percent 
butterfat, milked three times daily. 

Eco-Sylv Peerless Model, bred and 
owned by Hon. A. C. Hardy, Brock- 
ville, Ont., Pietje Colantha Dewdrop, 
bred and owned by Geo. W. Barnard, 
Norwich, Ont., Dewdrop Johanna 
Changeling, owned by Douglas Hart, 
Woodstock, Ont., and bred by J. C. 
Kaufman, Bright, Ont., Elsie Jemima 
Posch, bred and owned by J. Bailie 
Cowan, Galt, Ont., have also high per- 
formances to their credit. 

Three daughters of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst—Montvic Rag Apple Co- 
lantha Abbekerk, Montvic Rag Apple 
Papoose and Montvic Rag Apple 
Meg—have completed records of 982, 
930 and 921 lbs. fat respectively; all 
were bred and owned by Mount Vic- 
toria Farms, Hudson Heights, Que. 

Space will not permit us to record 
many other contributions of a high 
order of merit which have been made 
by outstanding cows of the breed dur- 
ing the year. Suffice it to say that 
Holstein breeders are constantly 
reaching to new high levels in produc- 
tion and quality and are establishing 
a fine measure of benefit in the Hol- 
stein cattle industry of the country. 

It would not be justice to Mr. Tom 
Dent and the other members of the 
Oxford County Snydicate if we did 
not congratulate them on the sale of 
“Springbank Expectation” to Japan 
at a price of $5,000. This bull is a son 
of the world’s record cow, Springbank 
Snow Countess. This sale has done 
much to advertise our breed abroad 
and much credit is due Mr. Dent as the 
breeder of this animal. 

The All-American § selections this 
year included a number of outstand- 
ing Canadian animals; namely, Mont- 
vie Rag Apple Bonheur, aged cow for 
Mount Victoria Farms, get of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst for same Farm; Ray- 
mondale Lawrence, Reserve two year 
old bull for S. J. Hammond; Spring 
Farm Inka Jewel, Reserve senior year- 
ling bull for J. M. Fraser, Streetsville 
and James R. Henderson, Portsmouth; 
Abegweit Lornadoone, Reserve three 


vear old heifer for J. Walter Jones, 
Charlottetown; Silver Acres Segis 


Rag Apple, Reserve’ two year old 
heifer for Fred R. Thornton, Thames- 
ford; Mercedes Crestview, Reserve 
heifer calf for William Jones, Mt. 
Elgin. Many others received special 
mention. 

The demand and _ exchange of 
high-class bulls was a feature of this 
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year’s work among Holstein breeders. 

The general work of our Association 
has progressed in a very satisfactory 
manner under the capable direction of 
our Secretary, Mr. G. M. Clemons. 
Under our new policy Mr. Clemons is 
doing the work formerly involving 
three positions. The duties develop- 
ing upon Mr. Clemons, as a con- 
sequence, are of a much more arduous 
and extensive nature than formerly 
fell upon the shoulders of the Secre- 
tary. In attending to these duties he 
is carried far afield in order to contact 
breeders in all parts of the country 
and also the officials of Provincial 
Associations and Departments of Agri- 
culture who are interested in exten- 
sion work. He has been able on these 
trips to accurately gauge the quality 
and value of the work being _per- 
formed in every portion of the coun- 
try. This contact is of the highest 
possible value to this official and to 
the Association at large. The eastern 
provinces of Canada were very 
pleased to welcome Mr. Clemons dur- 
ing the past summer. His visit was a 
distinct inspiration and_ service to 
those who were responsible for ex- 
tension work in each province. I feel 
that Mr. Clemons should be encour- 
aged to continue his visits from one 
part of Canada to another, and also to 
extend his trips if possible to the Old 
Country, Denmark or elsewhere where 
valuable contacts may be made, which 
would be reflected ultimately in a 
more extensive export business for 
Canadian Breeders. 

At this point we might draw atten- 
tion to the efficiency and low cost of 
operation of the office. According to 
the -report of the Finance Committee, 
for every dollar spent in 1936, 51.96 
cents was used in breed extension and 
publicity. This leaves a very small 
cost for administration purposes. This 
economical operation of the _ office 
should be a matter of pride to every 
member. It is interesting to note that 
in 1929 the staff consisted of fifteen 
persons, total salaries amounting to 
$21,578.00. Of this number thirteen 
were engaged in general registration 
work and two on extension. In 1936, 
despite a twenty-five percent increase 
in business, the general registration 
staff numbered only twelve and the 
entire total seventeen, at a cost of 
only $18,730.00 in salaries. 

Mr. Houghton Seaverns, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, in a recent letter 
congratulated our Association on the 
extremely low cost of operation of the 
office, and his sentiments were 
heartily concurred in’ by the Special 
Committee appointed by his Associa- 
tion to study our methods of opera- 
tion. These expressions of opinion 
from such authorities are very gratify- 
ing. 
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I would like to also draw your at- 
tention to Volume 18 of the Year Book 
of our Association, which is one of 


the most complete and _ thorough 
undertakings of the kind ever pub- 
lished. This book will contain a com- 


plete history of the R. O. P. test in 
Canada from the very beginning, in- 
cluding the name and number of 
every Holstein cow in Canada that 
has ever qualified in R. O. P. or R. O. 
M., together with the details of every 
R. O. P. record she ever made up to 
May ist, 1936, and her best R. O. M. 
record for seven and thirty days. The 
book will give the Selective Registra- 
tion rating of every sire, dam and 
daughter whose name appears in the 
book, the alphabetical list of qualified 
R. O. P. sires and separate lists of 
cows with yearly high records and 
life-time records. 

While there are many suggestions 
that might be advanced for the im- 
provement of the breed, there are only 
one or two recommendations I would 
advance at this time. 

The aim of this Association should 
not be to register large numbers of 
cattle, but at the present time a policy 
should be considered which would 
raise the level of quality of the ani- 
mals registered. There is no doubt 
that practically every breed Associa- 
tion has animals registered which are 
of the lower levels of quality. Is it not 
time for our Association to take a lead 
and base our registrations on the 
quality and conformation of each ani- 
mal? 

I would also like to commend the 
policy of Provincial Associations. As 
one who initiated this policy, I feel 
that the results have justified its 
adoption. The Association is more 
national and democratic to-day on ac- 
count of these Associations and the 
extension work through Provincial 
bodies is capable of being conducted 
with greater facility and advantage. 
Full support should be rendered in 
order that Branch organizations shall 
be encouraged to develop in each 
province. In furthering the work 
of extension in, each provinee 
it would seem advisable that 
instead of investing money in addi- 
tional bonds, thus adding to an al- 
ready heavy investment, we should ex 
pend this money through our Pro 
vincial organizations for extension 
purposes. 

In view of the increased number of 
errors in marking and the difficulties 
encountered in deciding on such 
cases, the policy of submitting photos 
for identification purposes is presented 
for your consideration. 

In conclusion I would like 
heartily thank the Board of Directors, 
the Secretary, the office staff and the 
members of the Association at large, 
for their cooperation.

ANNUELLE EST PAYABLE 
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To the President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada: 

During the year 1936 the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada 
handled the greatest volume of busi- 
ness in its history. The high mark 
reached in the record-breaking year of 
1925 was exceeded by a wide margin 
and the growth of the Association, 
temporarily halted by the depression, 
continued on its steady upward trend. 
At the beginning of 1937 we look back 
upon fifty-four years of progress in the 
building of a great live stock organi- 
zation and face the future with re- 
newed confidence. With the largest 
membership of all time, the soundest 
financial position and a greatly im- 
proved breed of cattle, a reasonable 
optimism seems to be justified. 

The number of registrations crossed 
the thirty thousand mark for the first 
time and reached a total of 31,300, of 
which 26,225 were females and 5.075 
bulls. This is an increase of 26% 
over 1935 and exceeds the’ previous 
peak established in 1933 by 21%. Part 
of this great increase was due to nat- 
ural growth and part to the reduced 
rates on overage animals. in effect 
from February tenth to April tenth. 

A total of 891 new members were re- 
ceived during the year and the active 


membership stands at 5467. This is 
the largest number of new members 


ever received in one year and creates 
an active total 15% higher than ever 
before. Every Province shared in the 
increase, which was as much as 53% 
in the case of New Brunswick. As a 
result of their increased membership, 
Quebec, Eastern Ontario and Western 
Ontario will each be entitled to an 
additional Director in 1938. 

Transfer of ownership numbered 
22,588 which exceeds any previous 
year with the exception of 1935. The 
export demand was responsible for 
6.357 changes of ownership and along 
with the local market, it served to 
absorb the majority of the cattle avail- 


able for purchase. Ontario, Quebec 
and Prince Edward Island were the 


only Provinces to show a decline in 
sales and this was to some extent due 
toa lack of supply rather than de- 
mand. 


The number of cows qualifying in R. 
0. P. exceeded 3000 for the first time 
and the total of 3265 represented a 
gain of 13% over the previous year,

to establish a better understanding be- 
tween the office and the general mem- 
bership. Knowing the particular needs 
of each section, a sincere effort has 
been made to give the kind of service 
that is required. 

In order to assist the Fairs, the 
office has for several years offered to 
check the entries for ownership and 
eligibility prior to the judging, which 
has resulted in a considerable volume 
of work during the summer months. 
We believe that this service is appre- 
ciation of America and spent an in- 
undoubtedly has helped to keep the 
Holstein entries in good order. 

In the month of October we were 
honored by a visit from a Special Com- 
mittee of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America and spent an im- 
teresting day with them explaining in 
detail our office routine and analyzing 
with them our operating costs. We 
were also happy to welcome Hon. F. 
C. Biggs and Mr. Frank Napier of the 
Canadian Ayrshire Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, who were interested in the meth- 
ods and cost of preparing our copy for 
Photo-Reproduction and have since 
adopted this system of printing their 
Herd Book. 

To the members of the office staff, 
whose faithful and efficient work 
makes possible the low cost of opera- 
tion which has been a feature of the 
Association for many years, let me 
again express my sincere thanks. The 
degree of efficiency they have reached 
is evidenced by the fact that only 
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48.04 cents of every dollar spent dur- 
ing 1936, other than for investment, 
was used for administration and 
maintenance. Actually only 39.57 
cents was spent on office operation 
and upkeep since Officers’ Expenses 
accounted for 2.87 cents, Selective 
Registration 1.39 cents and Deprecia- 
tion Reserve 4.21 cents. The balance 
available for Extension and other 
Services was 51.96 cents of each 
dollar, which enabled these Depart- 
ments to pursue an aggressive policy 
in the interests of the breed. 

The usual reports, covering the de- 
tails of the work of the office, follow 
herewith. We would recommend that 
all interested members study them.

The Herd Book and Year Book 

Volume XXXIX of the Herd Book, 
containing the registration of 24,825 
animals was published and ready for 
distribution in September, two months 
earlier than the previous year. Owing 
to the issuance of the Year Book, the 
work on Volume XXXX of the Herd 
Book has not as yet commenced. 

Volume XVIII of the Year’ Book, 
which is an all-inclusive book contain- 
ing all R. O. P. records ever made by 
the Holstein breed, as well as the best 
R. O. M. records and a great deal of 
other information, including a full re- 
port of Selective Registration from 
its beginning, was completed just at 
the end of the year. This volume ran 
to 2034 printed pages, required the full 
time of four persons in its preparation 
and cost $2,968.48 for printing alone. 
It is a record of the history of testing 
and is a book that any Association 
should be proud to have contributed to 
the study of live stock breeding. 


Report of the Finance Committee for 
the Year 1936 


To the Members of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of Canada: 

The Finance Committee of 1936 in 
presenting the annual financial state- 
ment of the Association would particu- 
larly refer to two points in connection 
with the Revenue Account. The first 
is that the total operating revenue of 
$82,069.69 has only been exceeded on 
two occasions, 1928 and 1929, and in 
both cases the fees were materially 
higher. This revenue, in the face of 
the lowest fees in effect during the 
past fifteen years, is most gratifying 
and prompts the Executive to bring in 
and support an amendment to fix the 
base registration fee at $1.00. The 
second point that is worthy of special 
consideration is that an amount of 
$38,529.95 was made available for 
breed extension and publicity, which 
represents 51.96 cents of every dollar 
spent during the year outside of in- 
vestments. The cost of administra- 
tion, operation and maintenance of the 
office, including the Department of Se- 
lective Registration, was only 43.83 
cents on each dollar. Depreciation 
Reserve accounted for the remaining 
4.21 cents. This record of economy in 
the office is all the more remarkable 
in view of the fact that the largest 
Year Book of all time was compiled 
and typewritten during the year. 

The initial budget of the Commit-

«ment, a l’Age de deux ans, de 24,606 
livres de lait, et de 874 livres de gras. 

D’autres records considérables ont 
été établis par “Eco Sylvia Peerless 
Model,” propriété de VHonorable A. 
C. Hardy, Brockville, Ont., Pietje 
Colantha Dewdrop, de Geo. W. Bern- 
ard, Norwick, Ont., ete. 

Trois filles de Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst—-Montvic Rag Apple Colantha 
Abbekerk, Montvic Rag Apple Pa- 
poose et Montvic Rag Apple Meg—ont 
établi des records respectifs de 982, 
930 et 921 livres de gras; ces bétes 
sont la propriété de Mount Victoria 
Farms, Hudson Heights, Qué. 

Sans mentionner d’autres records 
nombreux, établis en 1936, ajoutons 
que les éleveurs de Holstein progres- 
sent constemment, et rendent ainsi 
leur industrie plus profitable Aa toute 
la nation.

Secretaire-Tresorier Rapport 


—pour l’annee 1936— 

En 1936, les affaires de 1’Associa- 
tion Holstein-Friesian du Canada ont 
été meilleures que dans le passé, quant 
au volume. L’année 1935, que nous 
avions considéré comme exceptionnelle, 
apres la crise, avait donné des résul- 
tats bien inférieurs & ceux de 1936. 

A lVaurore de 1937, de nouveau, nous 
revoyons avec joie notre passé de cin- 
quante-quatre années de progrés, de 
travaux constructifs dans l’organisa- 
tion de l’élevage, et nous envisageons 
l'avenir avec serainité. Etant donnés 
le nombre de nos membres, une situa- 
tion financiére exceptionnelle, et les 
progrés réalisés dans le perfectionne- 


ment de la Holstein, nous croyons 
avoir droit de nous montrer plutdt 
optimistes. 

Le nombre des_ enregistrements, 


pour la premiére fois au cours d’une 
méme annés, a dépassé le chiffre de 
trente mille: 26,225 enregistrements 
de vaches, et 5,075 enregistrements de 
taureaux. C’est la une augmentation 
de 26% sur 1935, et de 21% sur 1933. 
Cette augmentation est attribuable en 
partie & la reprise des affaires. Pour 
une autre part, elle résulte du mora- 
toire, accordant une réduction pour 
les sujets 4gés de plus d’un an et en 
vigueur & partir du dix février au dix 
mai.

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Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Wash., send us the names and rec- 
ords of four more 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers that have finished records in 
their herds during the past three 
months or since the last published 
A. R. report. Among the four we 
note the ninth 1,000-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of Matador Segis Ormsby, the 
sixth 1,000-lb. fat daughter of Sir 
Inka May and the fifth 1,000-lb. fat 
daughter of Carnation Prince; and 
the fourth member of this distin- 
guished quartette is a granddaughter 
of Matador Segis Ormsby. She is 
Queen Matador Spofford, whose fig- 
ures are given as 1,032.9 lbs. fat 
from 30,413 lbs. milk. Her sire is 
Matador Ormsby Mercedes Segis, a 
son of Matador Segis Ormsby out of 
Hazelwood Bracelet Mercedes (993 
lbs. fat), the maternal granddam of 
Matador Segis Ormsby. The dam of 
this new 1,000-lb. fat producer is 
one of the old John L. Smith cows, 
Hazelwood Heilo Spofford Queen 
(746 lbs. fat) who now has three 
daughters with records averaging 
935 lbs. fat. It is interesting to note 
that one of these daughters is sired 
by Segis Walker Matador, another 
by his son, Matador Segis Ormsby, 
and a third by a son of the latter, 
Matador Ormsby Mercedes Segis. 


The daughter of Sir Inka May just 
reported is Carnation Inka Spofford 
May, with 1,121.5 lbs. fat from 31,- 
525 lbs. milk as a senior four-year- 
old, and we note that her dam, Heilo 
Spofford Matador (853 lbs. fat) is 
the daughter of Segis Walker Mata- 
dor from Hazelwood Heilo Spofford 
Queen, the foundation cow men- 
tioned above. 


The daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby is Carnation Ormsby Dyke- 
land De Kol, whose figures, subject 
to final verification from the A. R. 
office are 1,031 lbs. fat from 29,121 
lbs. milk as a senior four-year-old. 
She is out of a cow that Carnation 
purchased some years ago from A. J. 
Lawson & Son, Mt. Vernon, Wash., 
and this dam has a record of 801.4 
Ibs. fat. 


The daughter of Carnation Prince 
is Carnation Princess Creamelle, 
whose figures, also subject to final 
verification are 1,017.6 lbs. fat from 
31,008 lbs. milk. She is the cow 
from whom Paul Misner selected a 
baby son sired by Matador Segis 
Ormsby as a future Dunloggin herd 
sire. Her dam is Carnation Inka 
Creamelle (961 lbs. fat at 4% yrs.), 
an outstanding daughter of Sir Inka 
May. The second dam is Carnation 
Matador Creamelle (895.9 Ibs. fat) 
a daughter of Matador Segis Orms- 
by; and the third dam is Ourvilla 
Creamelle Colantha Emma _ (865.7 
Ibs. fat) who is also the maternal 
granddam of Carnation Ormsby 
Nellie (1,328.8 lbs. fat). The sire 
of this latest 1,000-lb. fat producer 
is Carnation Prince, a son of Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha from Car- 
nation Walker Hazelwood — a bull 
the Carnation people sold to Japan 
in 1929. Thus far they have tested 
just seven of his daughters in Class A 
at Carnation, five of them making 
better than 1,000 Ibs. fat and the

They have three more of his daugh- 
ters now on test and another that 
will likely be tested later. 


These latest records give Carna- 
tion, according to our count, a total

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forty-two 30,000-lb. cows. They have 
made an even dozen of 1,000-lb. fat 
records since January 1, 1936, as 
well as four more during the closing 
months of 1935. These sixteen 1,000- 
lb. fat records made at Carnation 
since the last of September 1935, av- 
erage 1,106 lbs. fat from 31,025 lbs. 
milk.

Barron County, Wisconsin

One of, the most efficient County 
Holstein Clubs is in Barron County, 
Wisconsin, located in the Northwest 
section of the state about 100 miles 
northeast of the Twin Cities. It was 
the writer’s privilege to attend a 
meeting of the Board of Directors of 
this club on January 14, and after 
attending this session, a better under- 
standing is had to why this county 
is one of our leading Holstein cen- 
ters in our good old United States. 


This County Club is made up of 
eleven local county units from Al- 
mena, Barron, Brill, Cameron, Cum- 
berland, Dallas, Hillsdale, Poskin, 
Prairie-Farm, Reeve and Rice Lake. 
Each unit is represented by two di- 
rectors on the County Association 
Board of Directors. The County As- 
sociation is headed by William Geh- 
ler of Cameron, and one has only to 
sit in on one of the meetings of 
these directors to realize why Hol- 
steins are the leading dairy breed in 
this good dairy county. Results are 
obtained in a very definite way when 
this club goes into action as is evi- 
denced by their accomplishments 
during 1936. 

Barron County Holstein breeders 
believe in testing their cattle, pure- 
breds and grades, for butterfat pro- 
duction, and in 1936 they were the 
strongest supporters for ten (10) ac- 
tive cow testing associations. This 
gives them the necessary informa- 
tion on the production ability of their 
cattle and buyers want cattle with 
production backing. This testing 
program has been carried on for 
years through the support of the Ag- 
ricultural College at Madison, and 
through former County Agent Glen 
Vergerante and the present County 
Agent, I. O. Hembre of Barron. 


Fifty-four carloads of dairy cat- 
tle were sold by the County Associa- 
tion during 1936, totaling 1,382 
head of which 159 head were pure- 
breds. These cattle went to 10 dif- 
ferent states and the shipments by 


carloads were as follows: Pennsyl- 
vania—-19, Wisconsin—-15, Califor- 
nia——_10, New Jersey——3, Louisiana 

- 2, Illinois - 2, Minnesota - ie 


Connecticut—-1, and a half car load 
each to Virginia and Iowa. 

A county show herd was sponsored 
and shown at a profit above all 
costs. 


104 Holstein calf, club calves were 
shown at the Barron County Fair at 
Rice Lake. The County Association 
made this possible by paying all the 
transportation expense of getting 
these calves to the fair and return- 
ing them. On addition they fur- 








nished all the hay to feed the calves 
while at the Fair. 


81 members were secured for the: 


State Holstein breeders Association 
through the cooperation of the local 
units and the Fieldman of the Na- 
tional Association. 

One Black and White show was 
sponsored by the County Associa- 
tion and this show was held in con- 
nection with meeting of the Wiscon- 
sin Livestock Breeders’ Association, 
at the Fair Grounds at Rice Lake. 
Twenty-five breeders showed 37 Hol- 
steins and the showing was very im- 
pressive because of the record fat 
production of all cattle shown and 
the fact that they were judged on 
the classification basis. 2,500 spec- 
tators watched the show and judg- 
ing. 

One bull bazaar was held in the 
fall with the cooperation of the 
other dairy breeds and 20 good rec- 
ord dairy bulls were disposed of at 
very satisfactory prices; the Hol- 
steins bringing the highest average. 


The annual picnic of the County 
Association drew an attendance of 
500, and the splendid program car- 
ried jout at this meeting was in 
keeping with other activities car- 
ried on during the year. 

Two Holstein breeding schools 
were held in the County through the 
Extension service, Dr. E. E. Heiser 
conducting both of them. The larg- 
est numbers of breeders turned out 
at these schools of any similar group 
in Minnesota or northern Wisconsin, 
45 attending the August school and 
75 attending the October session. 


In the general promotion of the 
breed the County Association is fol- 
lowing closely the Extension contest 
plan being sponsored by the Holstein 
breeders’ Association of Wisconsin. 
It is expected that in the contest 
this year Barron County will be one 
of the leading counties in many of 
the various projects for which the 
State Association is giving cash 
awards. 

Plans for 1937 included all proj 
ects worked on during the past year 
and action was taken to invite the 
State Association to hold their 42- 
nual summer picnic in Barron Coul- 
ty and also to request the Wiscol- 
sin State Dairyman’s Association t 
hold their production show in the 
county. 

Speakers at the meeting were I. 0. 
Hembre, Barron County Agent, and 
Robert Geiger, Holstein Fieldman. 

Mr. Hembre summarized the work 
done by the County Holstein Club 
during the past year and commen 
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ed the breeders on their accomplish- 
ments. He stressed the necessity of 
keeping all good producing and 
transmitting cows in the County in 
order to insure future improvement 
in production and type. He also 
gave an explanation of the County’s 
program on keeping bulls proved for 
high production in service and urged 
the breeders to use more of these 
sires instead of younger animals. He 
also stated that of the calf club en- 
tries in the county last year, 65% 
were Holsteins and that the work 
being done by the County Holstein 
Association was the largest single 
factor in the success of the calf club 
work in the County. 

The Farm Bureau in Barron Coun- 
ty through County Agent Hembre, is 
a big factor in the success of the sale 
of surplus cattle. Considerable pub- 
licity is distributed and cards are 
printed giving in detail the service 
that is available and also giving in- 
formation as to why it is to the ad- 
vantage of the buyer to come to 
Barron County for Holstein cattle. 


WISCONSIN TO MEET MAR. 12-13 

Wisconsin Holstein breeders have 
laid their plans to make the 45th 
Convention of their state organiza- 
tion the biggest and best in its his- 
tory. Dr. K. Allen, President of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Wis- 
consin, announces that the Conven- 
tion will be held in Oconomowoc, 
March 12-13. 

Local Holstein organizations in 
Waukesha, Jefferson and Dodge 
Counties will act as hosts to the 
Convention. An exceptionally strong 
educational program has been pro- 
vided which should be of vital inter- 
est to every dairyman in the state. 
The first session will convene Friday 
afternoon and speakers of national 
reputation will discuss problems of 
general interest to the whole dairy 
industry. The famous Holstein ban- 
quet will be held the evening of 
March 12. Headline speakers and 
entertainers, good eats, good music, 
plenty of fun and dancing is assured. 
If you never have attended one of 
these state Holstein banquets——well, 
you have missed a lot. 

A tour to the Pabst Farms and 
Oosterhuis Farms, famous Holstein 
breeding establishments near Ocono- 
mowoc, will be made the first thing 
the morning of March 13.

It seems to me that if the larger breeders are going 
to continue to supply bulls to the smaller dairyman- 
breeders, who in turn supply bulls to the commercial 
dairyman, they are going to have to adopt a testing pro- 
scram that will supply information on a basis that is com- 
narable to that which is obtained in C. T. A. and H. I. 
in the herds where the bulls are actually used. 

When such program is in operation, we will be able 
to make our selections with more assurance that we are 
going to make progress,

AGAINST MERGING HIR WITH CTA 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

As manager of one of the leading herds in the coun- 
trv in H. I. R. and having all my life been associated 
with testing in all its forms, I am qualified to voice a 
strong opinion at this time on the proposed merger ot 
H. 1. R. with ©. T. A. 

Jeing an exponent of H. I. R. since its inception and 
because of its close association with C. T. A. or D. H. 
I. A.. the tests and reports being generally made by the 
Cc. T. A. tester, I should be most favorable to the pro- 
posed consolidation of the two. 

At the first intimation of combining the two tests, I 
could appreciate how we could still have local, county 
and state ranking in Farm Bureau and_ university 
monthly summaries ranking one dairyman with another, 
all breeds, grades, etc., so designated as they are mem- 
bers; and, as well, have recognition of a sort as pure 
bred. Holstein breeders through our Holstein World and 
Extension Department of the herd record and lactation 
records made. 

We, who in the past only tested by A. R. O. and A. 
R. S. O., did not place too much credence in C. T. A. 
records. The Association of H. I. R., however, with 
Cc. T. A. has changed our opinions on that score. But, 
just as we ‘“‘die hards’’ hated to give way from the 
seven-day records to yearly records, so have wary breed- 
ers hated to lessen A. R. testing in favor of H. I. R., 
and though herds have joined in the ranks of H. I. R. 
many fold since its inception, they have apparently not 
been in sufficient majority, or shall we say, faith, to 
make it all desirable. I had hoped such would become 
the fact. 

I feel we are again at a crucial point in the progress 
of our breed and with the H. I. R.-C. T. A. controversy 
before us, why not take stock of our ups and downs. 
Where records of various official and semi-official desig- 
nations were necessary to meet the changing times and 
conditions, every one of us who made them can appre- 
ciate the confusion resultant when the small breeder, 
not well versed in our abbreviations, looked over a pedi- 
gree when he wanted to buy a bull. If he wasaC. T. A. 
member he thought in terms of fat and had to read in 
terms of butter, where he thought in terms of lactation 
record, he had to read seven days, thirty days, three 
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hundred five days, A. R. O., A. R. S. O., Blue Book and 
Red Book. Wonderful variety but not readily under- 
standable to the layman. 


Isn’t it time that we settled down to terms of butter- 
fat only and isn’t this the time to end all duplication of 
records and their duplicated expenses, both to the asso- 
ciation and to the breeders who wish to make records 
that in form, if not in quantity, will be on a par with all 
other breeders, large or small? 

I maintain that we need the H. I. R. to give us herd 
records; to give the records on every daughter of a sire, 
unless the papers are sent in; and to give every cow’s 
record year after year under the same system; and 
prove our sires by this method only. 


Call it Communistic or Socialistic, if you will, but 
I would favor the discontinuance of Advanced Registry 
for H. I. R. system, that we may have a uniform Hol- 
stein test, once and for all, the same for everyone and 
call the book of records the ‘‘Blue Book”’ or ‘“‘Red Book”’ 
—but just one book compiled and office supervision, 
much as H. I. R. is now conducted, by Mr. Norton’s 
office, not by any means by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

On the matter of conduct of tests, what fairer and 
more accurate supervision can be had than we have in 
effect in New York State? Our supervisor is an efficient 
tester, actually clocks our milking time, watches each 
cow being milked, weighs with his balanced pail on his 
checked scales and locks his sample box. If a cow makes 
a 3.2 lb. fat for the day, she is retested the following 
twenty-four hour period. If the milking cows average 
50 lbs. fat for the month’s computation, the entire herd 
must be retested right then and there for the following 
twenty-four hour period and the average of the two days’ 
production is the fat and milk allowance for the month. 


Such a system in national use on the part of the 
supervisors with the cover check-up by Mr. Norton’s 
office should leave no doubt in the minds of opponents 
of the H. I. R. as to the accuracy of these records. Let 
us first discuss the merits and demerits of our two forms 
of test before relegating to the Department of Agricul- 
ture what the majority of breeders would, I believe, call 
the more practical form. Just as surely as H. I. R. is 
combined with C. T. A., so will its far reaching results 
during these recent years be more or less lost.

My first 
stop enroute was at Femco Farms, 
where I was marooned for a day due 
to limited transcontinental train serv- 
ice. This fact proved to be a real 
break. My visit with Frand Ludolph 
and Ed. Mead was necessarily pro- 
longed. We had ample time to dis- 
cuss all the political, social and eco- 
nomic problems. And we knew all 
the answers. 

It was very thrilling to see Lady 
Pride and all the famous matrons, as 
well as Femco Royal and his co- 
workers. I have a profound respect 
for that renowned trio of females, 
now at Femco, which Lady Pride 
heads up. Lady Pride has transmit- 
ted her extreme type, quality and 
productive ability admirably right 
through to the granddaughter. They 
are without question one of the really 
great three-direct generation groups 
of the breed. Do you know that Fem- 


co Farms seed down 2,500 acres of 
grain land every spring?—that they 
employ ten bottom plows in their op- 
approxi- 


erations—that they work

mately 50 horses in the spring work? 
They have plowed as much as 160 
acres in two days with one plowing 
unit. Messrs. Ludolph and Mead 
have a big problem on their hands 
and are working it out with great ef- 
ficiency, and they are high class gen- 
tlemen. 


When I arrived at Carnation Farms 
a most unusual situation with refer- 
ence to that climate confronted me. 
There was at least eight inches of 
snow on the ground and more on the 
way. Fortunately. Rube Everly’s 
activities were limited under these 
climatic conditions, so he and T spent 
most of the day going over the herd 
from stem to stern. There are 275 
cows in milk on the farm. There are 
over 600 animals in all that go to 
make up this great herd. Just re- 
cently, the 41st 1,000-lb. fat record 
was completed on the farm. What 
impressed me so vividly was the fact 
this herd today presents a real ob- 
ject lesson in what can be accom- 
plished through intelligent scientific 
mating. They. as vou know, have a 
sensational array of herd sires— 
“Sandy”, ‘Inka’, Governor of Car- 
nation, Inka The Great, ‘‘Peerless’’, 
‘“Masterpiece’’. and “‘Chieftain’’. Rube 
Everly is religiously studying blood 
lines represented in these sires with 
reference to definite strains present 
in the pedigrees of the females. When 
he finds that in crossing certain 
strains, the results are old, he scraps 
it immediately. He has experimented 
in this fashion for some years with 
the result that he can determine al- 
most in advance what matings will 
work out most satisfactorily. And 
after looking over more than 200 cows 
in milk, it was very obvious that 
the combined type and quality of 
these cattle presented just didn’t 
‘“‘happen.’’ TI marvelled at the gen- 
eral good run of udders, the teat 
placement, the udders fore and aft, 
and top lines and food baskets. With 
the exception of real old matrons 
whose udders had shown wear and 
tear and just a very few younger 
cows, I didn’t see an udder that I 
would hesitate to invest in if I hap- 
pened to be in the market for cattle 
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of that calibre. And when you in- 
vest in a good udder which implies 
quality, which in turn suggests com- 
pact capaciousness, you also invest 
in a real dairy machine. Carnation 
has apparently found the answer to 
most breeder’s problems. It was so re- 
freshing to see this most difficult task 
being worked out so satisfactorily on 
a herd of this proportion, and it 
surely must be encouraging to breed- 
ers who visit Carnation to realize 
that with proper study and thought, 
type and quality can be combined to 
the ‘‘nth’’ degree, so eloquently man- 
ifested in this herd. It’s A great 
tribute to Rube Everly and associ- 
ates. 

It was a wonderful treat to spend 
one day with no snow or frost to 
worry or hamper me. And this day 
was made no less attractive in hay- 
ing the pleasure of spending it with 
Mr. E. E. Freeman and his son down 
in sunny California. The history of 
Mr. Freeman’s herd is well known to 
Holstein breeders — how he sSingle- 
handed after purchasing two promis- 
ing cows out of the old Morris herd, 
went to work on them and developed 
a herd that has gained national prom- 
inence. Two granddaughters of one 
of the original cows, now 17 and 18 
years old, are still alive and in the 
herd. It is common knowledge how 
these two cows produced progeny in 
the Freeman herd that have estab- 
lished world’s records in combina- 
tion. Mr. Freeman had a decided ob- 
jective when he set out to build a 
herd; that was to build up along fam- 
ily lines and to continue to fortify 
and to protect these strains by care- 
fully and assiduously figuring out 
every forward step he took in reach- 
ing his present goal. He hasn’t made 
any special effort to establish world’s 
records. He believes in giving to the 
breed a proven and dependable strain 
and he is doing his share toward es- 
tablishing the Holstein cow as the 
peer of dairy animals. 


Mr. Freeman’s unselfish impersonal 
and constructive attitude toward his 
work makes you admire him immense- 
ly. He has done it all on his own, as 
John Erickson and S. B. Jones did— 
as others of equal prominence did 
One has to have what it takes and 
Mr. Freeman has just that. 

The Decker Brothers herd in Cali- 
fornia was quite a revelation to me 
They are doing some splendid C. T 
A. work on the daughters of Man-0- 
War 59th. The 2-year-old daughters 
of 59th in milk have averaged better

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than 500 lbs. fat in B and they just 
go ahead and do it without disturbing 
their ordinary every-day routine. 

No trip would be anywhere near 
complete in the West without paying 
a visit to Maytag, and I did just that. 
I have never been quite able to de- 
termine whether I am most attracted 
to Maytag because of the fact that I 
have a most delightful visit with Mel 
Campbell or because of the thrill I 
get in going through the herd and 
feasting my eyes on cows that rep- 
resent almost the ultimate in dairy 
efficiency. And Maytag have some 
great cows. My first concern always 
is to get a look at 62d. And there, 
gentlemen, is a bull I love to take 
my hat off to. I have always argued 
for 62d: I like him; he’s a dairy bull. 
here never was a bull worth a second 
look —- grand champion or what — 
unless he has plenty of what it takes 
—real dairy temperament. 62d radi- 
ates it and how! After this visit, 
I am more convinced than ever that 
my predelections on this score are 
not amiss. His 2-year-old daughters 
now rounding into milking form are 
deep-bodied —- good quality — have 
plenty of constitution and have most 
appealing type. I saw the dam of 
their Progressor bull (a son of 62d 
as you know); she’s milking up in 
the nineties and testing 4%. She’s 
a gracefully outlined cow, remarkable 
head and neck, and splendid udder. 


Mel Campbell takes his job seri- 
ously and conscientiously; he’s mak- 
ing a great study of his problem— 
that of further improving and build- 
ing on the great start they have in 
this herd. This sort of attitude to- 
ward a proposition of this character 
never fails to get results. Maytag 
is going to make plenty of history 
in the vears to follow. 

On my return to Milwaukee, I 
made a somewhat overdue trip to 
Milwaukee County Farms. Mr. 
Thompson and I spent considerable 
time looking over the herd. They 
are getting some very promising 
calves from 36th. If you have never 
had the pleasure of visiting Mil- 
waukee County, when you do, it’s 
going to be quite a revelation to you. 
They have any number of top dairy 
cows that are constantly proving 
their merit by way of splendid rec- 
ords made without forcing or pamper- 
Ing. Mr. Thompson is doing a splen- 
did job in gradually bringing Mil- 
waukee County to the fore in the 
Holstein fraternity. 

Just before we concluded our in- 
Spection we climaxed it by paying a 
Visit to Dewdrop in the test barn. 
You know what Mr. Thompson did 
with her last year —— he brought out 
her latent ability as a producer and 
finished up a splendid record on her, 
with a most satisfactory test—3.8%. 
Now after two months of her present 
lactation period she has aiveraged 
better than 90 Ibs. of fat per month 
With a 3.8 test. On top of all this, 
she’s a better show animal as a three- 
‘ear-old than she was as a two-year- 
old. My enthusiasm for Dewdrop 
which never has or never will abate, 
May influence me in the assertion 

that I have never seen an animal that 
‘PProaches the True Type model as 
Closely as she does today. 
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So with all this off my mind, I can 
say that I returned home with more 
faith in and more hope for the future 
of the Holstein cow, as Jerry Riordan 
was wont to say, “than whom there 
is no whoomer.”’

R. Austin Backus dispersed the 
herd of the A. H. Stewart Estate, 
Harford, N. Y., in the Earlville Pa- 
vilion, Feb. 2. One of the coldest 
and stormiest days of the winter 
kept down the attendance somewhat, 
put in spite of that the seats were 
comfortably filled when the selling 
started at noon. Just four hours and 
twenty minutes later Walter An- 
drews struck off the last of the 97 
lots offered. The total of the offer- 
ing was $10,512.50 including 78 cat- 
alogued animals and 19 young calves 
sold as half numbers. From the av- 
erage, we are omitting three year- 
lings, two being free-martins, sold 
without papers or guaranty of breed- 
ing, and one badly crippled heifer, 
which total of $57.50 for the three, 
bears no relation to the market. For 
75 head, plus 19 half numbers, the 
average would figure $139.40. It 
was a herd of excellent type and 
evident high production, but with no 
records of production of, any sort. A. 
Cc. T. A. program in this herd would 
unquestionably have added several 
thousand dollars to the selling price. 
Even with this handicap, the 41 cows 
that had freshened, with calves too 
young to catalog added, brought an 
average price of $182.25; 31 calves, 
yearlings and bred _ two-year-olds, 
none yet fresh, averaged $85.64. Of 
these, 18 bred heifers averaged 
$94.17; 9 unbred yearlings averaged 
$72.77, and four heifer calves 
$71.25. There were only three cat- 
alogued bulls, the two herd sires at 
$160 for the six-year-old senior sire, 
and $200 for the yearling junior 
sire, and $47.50 for one youngster 
of choice type but, of course, no rec- 
ords. The 19 young calves, of both 
sexes but mostly heifers, ranging in 
age from a few days to a few months 
old, averaged $43. The 41 cows, 
eliminating the half numbers from 
their total made the fine average of 
$160. There were a few blemished 
cows, always present in a complete 
estate herd dispersal, and five that 
were positive to the blood test and 
80 offered. Ages, in the main, were 
favorable, with one 9-year-old as the 
oldest, and the large majority rang- 
ing from four to six or seven years, 
_ Most of the offering remains in 
New York State, many Cortland 
County neighbors being present to 
buy a few from this herd which en- 
joyed an excellent local reputation.

Dec. 15, and then silage, corn fodder 
and a limited amount of alfalfa from 
that time until June 1. Under these 
conditions the herd average of 313 
lbs. fat on a herd of fifteen head, 
including one old cow 18 years old, 
four three-year-olds and two two- 
year-olds. 





LET’S WORK TOGETHER 

It is difficult for the individual to 
accomplish a great deal working by 
himself, but much can be done by a 
group of people working together. In 
this extension program, we must learn 
to cooperate with each other in order 
to get results. Whenever your state 
secretary or fieldman or college dairy 
extension man calls on you to help on 
a project, deliver the goods to the 
best of your ability. Our fieldmen 
have such large territories that they 
cannot cover them as we would like 
but they are ready and anxious to do 
their best to promote the interests of 
the breed and the breeders. They 
must have your cooperation for best 
results and the same applies to the 
state. and county secretaries. Help 
them organize your community and do 
your part on the committees when you 
are appointed. The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America is your or- 
ganization and the Extension Service 
is trying to help you promote your 
own business but you must help too. 
An active county association can do 
alot to keep up interest and enthu- 
siasm in the breed, but your county 
secretary cannot do this alone any 
more than the fieldman can shoulder 
the burden of your state organization. 
These men need your help. Back 
them up 100% and you will be pleased 
with the results. Here’s wishing you 
a Happy and Prosperous New Year!
